The main manufacturers oi 
inssore are three countries: 

Since 
there Is shortage of natural 
silks many countries of Europe 
hava tried to acclimatize lhe 
forest silkworm, but In vain. It 
is only in the Ukrainian Agri- 
cultural Academy that a varie- 
ty has been grown which with- 
stands the climate of lhe 
USSR's medium zone and lee da 
on oak leaves. 

Byelorussian scientists bave 
developed a method of growing 
silkworms under polyethylene 
sheets in birch tree groves. The 
green twigB or fallen birches 
are an Important diet. Besides 
birches the silkworm eats wil- 
low- ‘ 

Productivity la vary high. 
.The overall length ot silk 
thread used by the silkworm to 
make the . cocoon la longer than 
3 km. This Is much longer than 
the ibread of the ordinary silk- 
worm. The silk Is much stron- 
ger too. Laboratory experi- 
ments : have shown that U Is e. 
worthy rival of steel.
